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CONGRESSIONAL OUTLOOK 
ENCOURAGING 


HE second session of the 74th Congress has 

convened. The Equal Rights Amendment is 
before the Judiciary Committee of both the Senate 
and the House. How familiar these words sound 
tous! Eighty-eight years after the first suffrage 
convention at Seneca Falls, N. Y., and sixteen years 
after the winning of suffrage, the Equal Rights 
bill rests in committee only until it is again re- 
ported out to take its place on the Calendar of both 
Houses. Activity is never allowed to cease within 
the feminist ranks. 

The National Woman’s Party is indeed fortunate 
in having its well-beloved leader and lobbyist, 
Betty Gram Swing, direct the Congressional work 
these opening weeks. Joint Secretary of the Con- 
gressional Committee, Mrs. Gram Swing, with 
her extensive experience in campaign work here 
and in Europe is especially well equipped to read 
the “signs of the times” in our fight for equality. 
Speaking of the present outlook in Congress, she 
Says: 

“In my opinion, we have the best chance of win- 
ning Equal Rights now that we have ever had 
since the Amendment was first introduced. For 
one thing, it is election year, and neither Party 
cares to assume the responsibility of opposing the 
Equal Rights Amendment and go before the coun- 
try with that blot on its record. 

“Even opponents are admitting that after the 
Amendment reaches the floor for consideration 


and the vote, it will stand a good chance of win- 


ning. Every few days I meet a Representative or 
Senator who has had a change of heart toward the 
Amendment through a better understanding of 
our purpose. It is really up to the women them- 
selves, this year more than ever before.” 

It was Betty Gram Swing who led the picket 
parade in London, advocating the boycott of the 
Austin automobiles because they were manufac- 
tured by Sir Herbert Austin, the Henry Ford of 
England, who had publicly declared that the 
elimination of women from industry was a solution 
of the unemployment problem. This was a protest 
of women against being ousted from gainful occu- 
pations. Mrs. Gram Swing now challenges the 


women of America in these words: 


After working so long in J. urope, I again warn 
the women of the Western hemisphere that unless 
they unite at once to stand four-square against all 
encroachments of their rights, they will live to see 
all these rights swept away. In spite of any minor 
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litical differences we may have, if we will com- 

ine to protect the advances we have already made, 

we can win this amendment and win it quickly, at 
this session of Congress. Why delay?”

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES AT BIENNIAL 
CONFERENCE 
Organization

National Field Work: Over a month’s work in 
organization has been done in the field this fall. 
This was begun in mid-western States, near Ohio, 
in order that attention might be focussed on the 
conference at the same time. Michigan was the 
first State visited. 


Michigan: Michigan has for some years had a 
State branch and two large and efficient organiza- 
tions in Detroit, the Detroit General Council of the 
National Woman’s Party and the Business and 
Professional Women’s Council of the National 
Woman’s Party. These two city groups cover six 
of the 17 Congressional districts in Michigan. A 
new branch was formed, or rather an old one re- 
vived, in the 2nd district, with Mrs. Conrad 
Georg, of Ann Harbor, as chairman. This branch 
began with 18 members and under very favorable 
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auspices generally. This district is represented 


in Congress by Hon. Earl C. Michener, Michigan’s 


only member of the House Judiciary Committee. 
Throughout the organization trip the Judiciary 
Committee was kept in mind. 


In Detroit, also, or in Birmingham, a suburb of 
Detroit, Mrs. George T. Hendrie, one of our found- 
ers, joined the national organization committee and 
has consented to act as treasurer. Mrs. Hendrie 
will reorganize the Party in her home district and 
has already visited Ann Arbor and conferred with 
the chairman there on Party matters. 


Another duty of the organization committee is 
to have appointed by each State chairman a chair- 
man of organization work in her State. Miss Zaio 
Woodford, head of the Michigan Branch, ap- 
pointed Mrs. Lula E. Bachman, attorney, of De- 
troit, to this position. 


Indiana: Indiana has maintained its State or- 
ganization continuously and holds meetings ir- 
regularly as occasion demands. Mrs. Ovid Butler 
Jameson, sister of Booth Tarkington, is chairman. 
Mrs. Jamieson called a meeting at her home for 
October 28, at which officers for the combined 
llth and 12th Congressional districts were 
elected. This covers Indianapolis and environs. 
The new chairman, Dr. Amelia R. Keller, plans to 
hold regular meetings after the holidays and build 
up a strong organization. As founder and pres- 
ident of the Equal Franchise League of Indiana 
years ago, Dr. Keller built that organization up 
to a high point in numbers and power. 


Some work was also done in other Indiana cities; 
Lafayette, Delphi and Hammond. 


Illinois: Only one day was spent in Chicago. 
This went to a conference with the new chairman, 
Miss Celia Howard, and in personal interviews 
with women who may take some leadership later. 
Dr. Rowena Morse Mann, first woman to receive 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy at the Uni- 
versity of Jena, a Unitarian minister and a fine 
— joined the Party and promised to speak 

or us. 

On Novem er 18, a new organization was 
formed in the 17th Congressional district of 
Illinois at the home of Dr. J. Rose Colby, of Nor- 
mal. The meeting was attended by the presidents 
of the Bloomington American Association of Uni- 
versity Women and Business and Professional 
Women’s Club and other community leaders. Mrs. 
Stella Henderson was elected chairman and Miss 
Gerda Okerlund treasurer. This group does not 
wish to hold regular meetings, but intends to 
build up its membership to at least 25 and to 
secure the vote of its Congressman for the Eq 
Rights Amendment. | 


Wisconsin: Twenty-four hours in Milwaukee 
gave opportunity to carry the invitation to the 
conference and briefly to survey the situation 
- preparatory to reorganization later.
